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School district officials were
pleased and even surprised
when the college consulted
them some months ago as part
of planning its 1969 summer
session program. Throughout
the discussions, one persistent
query was: Will the teacher
education courses we design
be, among other things of gen-
uine practical value to the
classroom teacher?

Many of those consulted
stated that in their experience
teachers had been disappointed
too often by courses which in
no way took into account the
materials, methodology, and
other professional needs of the
teacher.

In response to this and other
requests, the Graduate In-
stitute in Education of the Col-
lege will offer the following
courses:

The Teaching of Reading.
Procedures and materials for
teaching reading throughout
the total program. This course
emphasizes the use of recent
media and methods including
the study of linguistic and com-
munication analysis. Instruc-
tor: Dr. Aquino has had paral-
lel preparation at the doctoral
level in curriculum and linguis-
tics.
